is but one fire escape on the nortt 
side of the building serving both bal- 
cony and galleries; that a rush from 
either place would mean a repetition oi 
the Chicago horror, as the present fire 
escape does not afford a safe means of 
egress, but is a death trap, and, 


"Whereas, I have ordered the trus 


tees of the Memorial building and the 
manager of the theatre to close the 
galleries in said theatre until the samp 
have been abundantly provider! wilu 
means fcr speedy and safe egress of 
the persons who may at any time be 
there assembled,
